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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 
1. Claims 1-11 and 13-26 are allowed. 

The following is the Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

The prior art of record specifically Hanson (U.S. patent 6,148,346) fails to disclose or suggest 
the collective features of the invention such as "wherein, if the printing device has a browsing 
capability, the printing device is determined a management-enabled printing device, the printing 
device management component is provided on the management-enabled printing device, the 
management-enabled printing device is configured to obtain the printing device management 
content including the printing device native interfaces from the network site, the management- 
enabled printing device is configured to provide the user interface for management of the 
management- enabled printing device to the client device, and the client device is configured to 
display the user interface for management of the management-enabled printing device and 
wherein the network site is a network site maintained by a manufacturer of the printing device. 
These features along with the rest of the claims limitations render claims 1, 14 and 18 allowable.
